South Dakota Senator Charged with 
a Spurious Letter on 
Philippines Situation. 


Sioux Falls, 8. D., June 26.—[Special.}—An |

circles is the exposure of a fake letter 
given out by Senator Pettigrew in support uf 
his utterances in reference to the aifticuty 
in the Philippines. 


The letter purported to have been written F

held through fear that the fictitious writer 
would be court-martialed and dishonorably 
discharged from the service.

It is not the intention of the congress to 
take actual steps towards bringing about 
actual franchise measures, but naturally 
this question is of supreme interest. 


United States in the Lead. | 
Susan B. Anthony takes great pride in the 
superiority of America over England in this 
respect. America has forty-five parliaments — 
to convert and England only one, yet in her 
opinion the forty-five American Legislatures 
will grant women suffrage before the Eng- 
lish Parliament consents to any measure of 
the kind.

SEEKS LIGHT ON MERIT SYSTEM 


Civil Service Committee of the Civic 


Federation Writes for Expert 
Information. 


The recent order of President McKinley 
removing many federal positions from the 


ice committee of the Civic federation to tuke 
up the study of the question of where the line 
should be drawn between the classified and 
the appointive systems. With a view of 
securing information it has sent to all civil 
service commissioners, city, State, and na- 
tional, as well as all heads of municipal de- 
partments appointing subordinates, and all 
experts on civil service matters, the follow- 
ing letter: ) 

Chicago, June 26.—@ne of the most troublesome 
questions in the development of the merit sys< 
tem in the public service today is: What classes 
of officers and employés should be included within 
the classified service and what classes shou 
be omitted therefrom?’ In other words: W 
officers and employés should be appointed solely 
upon competitive examination and what appoint- 
ments should, for the good of the public service, 
de left with the appointing power, and why!“ 

This question confronts the friends of the merit 
system, not only in connection with the municipal 
civil service, but also in the civil service of the 
counties, States, and the nation. 

It is. therefore, the desire of the Civil Service 
committee of the Civic fedération to obtain facts 


and opinions upon this perplexing question from 


those well wishers of civii service reform who 
have had to deal with the practical phases of 
the . question, recognizing that the welfare of 
‘the public service is solely to be considered in 
determining the desirability of any given rule 
‘or any exception thereto. From this point of 
view the committee respectfully asks your opinion 


upon the question stated above.

General Otis’ optimism. There are feat- 
ures of the General’s report that denote 
undeniable progress. What he says about 
the mass of the people being terrorized by 
the insurgents, about the general desire 
for peace and protection, and about the 
action of the natives of southeast Luzon 
in combining to drive out the insurgents, 
is a good augury. The fact that large 
numbers of Filipinos have sought the pro- 
tection of the American lines and are now 
engaged in tilling the ground outside of 
Manila is not to be ignored. The courts 
are said to be in successful operation under 
able Filipinos, The 12 per cent of the 
American soldiers on the sick list gives 
no cause for alarm, considering the recent 
heavy campaigning.

Colonial Commerce. 


An interesting article in this month’s Board of 
Trade Journal gives some particulars of the trade 
of the nations with their colonial possessions. 
Both in magnitude of the trade and in relative 
importance to total trade it is a case of Great 
Britain first, and the rest nowhere; Thus, in. 
1897, inctuding gold and diamonds, our imports 
from our colonies and dependencies exceeded 
£124,500,000, and represented about 26% per cent 
of our total imports. On the export side of the 
account the empire bought of us more than 480, 
000,000 worth of goods, or 35 per cent of our total 
export trade, Compared with this £200,000,000 
for the colonial trade of the British Empire, the 
£30,000,000 of French colonial trade (chiefly with 
Algeria), and the £24,000,000 of Dutch (chiefly 
with Java), and the £22,000,000 of unfortunate 
Spain (in 1897) are small affairs; while the colo- 
nial trade of Germany, which is under a million 
sterling all told, would appear for the present to 
a negligible quantity.—London Chronicle.

His second child was Tatiana, 
born June 11, 1807; his third and last born 
yesterday. 

If the present Czar should die before a son 
fs born to him, successor would be his 
brother, the Grand Duke George, born in 
1871. But George is an invalid and it is a gen- 

rally accepted fact in Europe that he will 
nover be fitted, physicaljy or mentally, 37 
the duties of the crown. 

After the Grand Duke George the su 
sion naturally fdils to the Grand 
Michael, now in his twenty-first year. : 

Both the Grand Dukes, George and Michael, 
are wholly under the influence of their 
mother, the Dowager Empress Maria Dag- 
mar, widow of Emperor Alexander III., now 
in her fifty-second year. 

Deep Political Significance. — 
This data in connection, with the reigning 
family of Russia possesses important polit- 
feal significance, which may change the 
future history. of Europe to a marked de- 
gree, and as any radical change in Russian 
policy may ly affect every great Euro- 
pean power, all the world is naturally con- 
cerned. 

There are no political parties in Russia, 
as the term is understood in the rest of the

‘AMONG THE NEW BOOKSY

Tells How the Liberal ‘Harvard ot To- 
day Was Founded on the Wrecks of 
Eighty Heretical Opinions — Cam- 
bridge Men Have Controlled Amer- 
fean Letters Through Three Maga- | 
zines — Some Interesting Renin 
cences of Famous Men. 


~ 


N his historical and reminiscent account 
of Old Cambridge (Macmillan) 
Thomas Wentworth Hissinson finds a 
theme peculiarly congenial to to himself 
and pleasant to his readers. With nearly 

all the eminent literary men of the later 

Cambridge, the author enjoyed intimate re- 

lations, While he is almost equally familiar 

with the literary and scholastic Cambridge 
of the more remote past. 

The term Old Cambridge,” as Mr. Hig- 
ginson it, was formerly a convenient 
designation to distinguish it from. the later. 
settlements of East Cambridge and Com- 
bridgeport. The historical sketch of the early 
period deals largely with the quaint Latin 
inscriptions of two centuries ago found cn 
the tombstones of the old Cambridge church- 
yard, and with the beginnings of Harvard 
University. It is difficult to repress a smile 
when reading of the Rev. Thomas Shepard, 
“the holy, heavenly, sweet-affecting, and 
soul-ravishing Mr. Shepard,” as he was 
called in his day, who was the guiding spirit 
in the synod which condemned about 
eighty opinions, some blasphemous, others 
erroneous, all unsound of the heretics of 
his day. This performance gave Cambridge 
such a happy celebrity for sanctity that it 
was fixed upon as the seat of the new uni- 
versity—concerning which Mr. Higginson re- 
marks: On the wrecks of eighty unsound 
or blasphemous opinions there was thus 
erected one happy seminary.”’ 

While the records of the lettered muse in 
Cambridge churchyard and in the old tomes 
of the day are amusingly curious to the 
present generation, it was not thus pe 


others in the early part of the present cen- 
tury. Concerning the former the author 
says: I have dwelt upon this churchyard 
because it is perfectly certain that every 
Cambridge boy in 1830 drew from it as dis- 
tinct a sense of an historic past and of the 
dignity of letters as any English boy re- 
celves when he glances downward, while 
waiting for the Temple Church in London to 
open its doors, and sees beneath his feet the 
name of Oliver Goldsmith. Through its in- 
fluence we naiurally thought of the academ- 
ical virtues—dignity, learning, the powcr 
of leadership—as being the great achieve- 
inents of life, while all else was secondary.’ 
Even as late as 1818 Edward Everett, then 
fresh from German unbversities, wrote thus 


I from Oxford to the father of Thomas Went- | 


worth Higginson: ‘‘ There is more teaching 


bridge than there is in both the English uni- 
versities together, though between them 
they have four times our number of stu- 
dents.“ 

Mr. Higginson, in tracing the later hisiory 
of Old Cambridge, divides it into threé liter- 
ary epochs, corresponding with the first 
issue of the North American Review (1815), 
that of the Dial (1840), and that of the Ailan- 
‘tie Monthly (1857). This, at first, may seem 
an arbitrary division, but Mr. Higginson 
shows that each of these publications has 
been under the editorship of Cambridge men 
and has been an influence scarcely less po- 
tent and far reaching than the university 
itself. After the first editor of the North 
American Review—William Tudor—Cam- 
bridge furnished all his successors down to 
Charles Eliot Norton. The Dial, the organ 
of the Transcendentalists, was almost ex 
clusively a Cambridge and Boston publica- 
tion, and as for the Atlantic Monthly, the 
table of the total of contributions of Cam- 
bridge and Boston men reveals clearly the 
broad foundation for the charge that it was 
and mutual admiration so- 
clety.”’ 

Mr. Higginson concludes the volume with 
reminiscent and critical papers on Holmes, 
Longfellow, and Lowell, in his usual co 
discursive vein. These chapters abound in 
anecdotes of personal ee and are de- 
lightful.
